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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to communication filed on 4/13/2006. 

2. The terminal disclaimer was accepted to overcome the double patenting 
rejection. 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1- 
19, 24-27 are directed to the non-elected group without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1- 
19 and 24-27 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 20, 28 and 32-33 are allowed. 

The present invention comprises a computerized system and method for an execution 
environment for agents, wherein said execution environment includes a monitor 
mechanism for monitoring a message transmitted from one of said agents. 

The closest prior arts were: Weber (5,889,863), Tada (5,887,171 ), article by 
Tambe, titled "Architectures for Agents that Track other Agents in Multi-Agents Worlds", 
article by HS Nwana arid DT Ndumu titled, "An Introduction to Agent Technology", 
David Christianson (WO 9812881). 

The combination of Weber and Tada disclose receiving a message and if is a 
message intended to a different agent, transmitting the message accordingly. Tambe 
discloses a multi-agent environment for monitoring the observable action of other 
agents. HS Nwana and DT Ndumu disclose agents that coordinate and schedule plans 
between agents. Christianson teaches routing a user's query to information sources 
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relevant to that query. Extracting data fields from received responses, and intelligently 
presenting the extracted data in order of the estimated relevancy. 

The references alone or in combination fail to teach the specific limitations of 
independent claims 20, 28, 32 and 33 which recite, " using the computer system for 
receiving by said manager agent a message from the customer agent addressing 
said manager agent; if the received message is a message addressed to the shop 
agent, using the computer system for preparing by said manager agent an 
associated message that includes contents associated with the received 

message using the computer system for transmitting a registration message 

for requesting the registration of the customer agent to the manager agent"
